What are the essentials of 
good 
farming? 
Every farmer in 
Orange 
county 
can discuss that question, and many 
of them could give lectures based up­ 
on it. Most of them have learned the 
answer in the farming school of* ex­ 
perience. 
They, as well as young men who 
are Just getting their experience in 
fanning will be interested in a sylla­ 
bus that has been issued upon the 
subject “Factors of Good Farming.” 
That syllabus reads as follows: 
Soil Management 
I. 
Superior Soil Management. 
(a) Thorough soil preparation in 
accordance with the needs of 
the 
crop, the character of the soil and 
tjie system of farming is a large fac­ 
tor in obtaining maximum yields; 
(b) Tillage suitable to the-climatic 
conditions and the age and nature 
of the crop tends to conserve mois­ 
ture, destroy weeds, elaborate plant 
foods and to equalize temperature— 
all of which enhance yields and qual­ 
ity of crops; 
(c) Soils of good 
heart 
produce 
bountiful crops, therefore: 
1. 
Keep the soil supplied with or­ 
ganic matter, it 
ameliorates 
mois­ 
ture. temperature and physical condi­ 
tions; 
2. 
Determine 
conditions 
under 
which mineral 
fertilizers, 
including 
lime, are required and supply them 
accordingly. 
In addition to serving 
as food, they assist the plant in more 
perfectly utilizing what the soil 
al­ 
ready contains; 
3. 
Remove the free 
water 
from 
the soil by drainage; it improves the 
moisture, physical and biological con­ 
ditions and increases root pasturage. 
II. 
Use of 
superior 
strains 
of 
crops and animals adapted 
to 
the 
soil and type of farming: 
ta) Crops and animals 
bred 
for 
high production, quality and adapt­ 
ability tend to lessen the cost 
per 
unit of production, and they increase 
the returns per unit of labor; 
(bl Good crops and animals gen­ 
erally make for better 
men; 
they 
teAd to increase his appreciation and 
broaden his sympathies. A man who 
commits himself to the production of 
better things is made better thereby. 
Culture Method* 
III. 
Culture methods that enhance 
crop yields, that conserve moisture 
that guard against soil depletion and 
plant and animal diseases: 
(a) Rotation- of 
crops 
tends 
to 
equalize labor distribution, to destroy 
pests, to balance animal 
and 
crop 
production, and to promote crop-pro­ 
ducing power of the soil; 
(b) A suitable legume should 
be 
grown upon the land at least one year 
in every four. 
It ie a benefit to the 
crops that follow’; 
(c) An optimum humus content in 
the soil should be maintained by the 
growing of cover crops or by the* ap 
plication of manure, or by both. The 
growing plant requires the conditions 
brought about by humus in the soil; 
(d) The judicious use of mineral 
fertilizers combined 
with 
manures 
(both green and yard) 
will, 
under 
proper culture and 
tilage 
methods, 
maintain the 
crop-producing 
power 
of the soil. 
IV. 
Superior management in plan­ 
ning and coordinating 
the 
various 
activities on the farm is essential to 
success: 
(a) With crop 
producing 
power 
maintained a proper balance between 
crops produced for sale, crops 
pro­ 
duced for feed and animals fed on 
the land, brings the largest returns 
per labor unit; 
(b) Manage to employ 
man 
and 
horse labor 
constantly 
throughout 
the year; 
He) Observe a. proper balance 
be­

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OUR CITY STREETS 


The 
new board of 
city 
trustees 
must and no doubt already has made 
up its mind to do a num ber of things 
that must be done for Santa Ana, the 
sooner the better. The sewer prob­ 
lem in itself is a problem that is go­ 
ing to take no small am ount of en­ 
deavor and the exercise of ingenuity 
before it is finally 
settled. 
That is 
only one of the problems to be work­ 
ed out, and while it is p r o b a b ly the 
most important it is not one that will 
be constantly in the minds of the peo­ 
ple as will be our street problems. 
A large majority of the residents 
of this city use automobiles. Those 
who do not own machines, ride fre­ 
quently with their neighbors, and one 
can be just as severely jolted in a 
neighbor’s machine as he can in his 
own. Because of the automobile, the 
condition of the streets is to be a 
matter 
ever before 
the 
new 
city 
board. 
It is a lamentable fact that all over 
Southern California, city streets are 
not up to the standard of the paveo 
highways approaching them. The or 
dinary city has its hands tied by rea­ 
son of 
the fact thai it has many 
m iles of streets to look after and 
only a small amount of money at its 
command for street purposes. Santa 
Ana has long had that condition to 
deal with. If the present city council 
can devise methods by which it tan 
raise 
the appropriation 
for 
street 
work, there certainly will be no "hoi 
ler” from the ordinary taxpayer. At 
the m eeting of the new board last 
night, the offices of street superin-, 
tendent and city engineer were com­ 
bined, with the expectation on the 
part of 
the city 
that a more 
sys 
tem atic organization for street work 
can be perfected under one head than 
was 
possible when 
the two 
offices 
were held by two different men 
It 
looks like a move in the right direr 
lion. However, no combination of that 
kind will be entirely successful un­ 
less the departm ent is given enough 
money with which to operate. 
The responsibility by no means is 
to be passed up entirely to the new 
department. It will remain for the 
board of city trustees to stand 
the 
brunt of decision in regard to a num­ 
ber of projects. For instance, most of 
North Main street and Hast Fourth 
street w est of the depots ought to be 
entirely 
or 
partly re paved. 
Work 
upon those streets is certainly in the- 
sooner the-better class. 
It is not at all necessary to point 
out these conditions to the new board, 
for it is made up of wide-awake men, 
who are just as well acquainted as 
anyone can be with the needs of the 
city. What the Register aim s to do 
in this editorial is to point out to them 
that 
the people in general will be 
back of them in whatever campaigns 
for street improvement they under­ 
take.

Italy even in the secret treaty with 
Britain, France and Russia of which 
so much has been made. It was prom­ 
ised to Croatia, which is now a part 
of the new Jugoslav nation. 
The legal claim to Dalmatia is some­ 
what 
better, based 
on this treaty ; 
Italy was promised certain islands and 
parts of the D alm atian coast. 
H er 
recent demands, however, have been 
for all Dalmatia, the whole eastern 
side of 
the 
Adriatic, w ith 
all 
the 
islands, coast and much of the hinter­ 
land. 
In that area, according to official 
figures, there 
are less 
than 
18,000 
Italians and 610,000 Slavs. It is clear 
enough where the principle of “self- 
determination of peoples” would leave 
Italy in this case. 
As a m atter 
of 
fact, the 
Italian 
claim to H um e and Dalmatia ha., very 
little 
to do with 
the 
“irredentist” 
movement for which she entered the 
war. They are largely an afterthought. 
She w ants Fiume chieuy as a means 
of controlling the foreign commerce 
to the northeast of the Adriatic. It 
would help her in the commercial ex­ 
ploitation of Jugoslavia, Bohemia and 
Hungary. She wants Dalmatia ostensi­ 
bly for strategic reasons. 
J u s t why 
Italy feels it necessary to have 
that 
defense 
is not clear. 
A few 
naval 
bases scattered aolng the coast would 
apparently give her all the protection 
she needs. Experts have shown that 
the Dalmatian coast as a whole would 
be a source of w eakness rather than 
strength to Italy, because she cannot 
defend it. And there is no question of 
the 
moral right 
of Jugoslavia—the 
union of Serbia and other South Slav 
nations 
to this territory, w hether ra­ 
cially, commercially or strategically.

THE PRAYERS OF THE GERMANS 
By th* Rev. P. H. Otto Melle. D. D., Vienna. Austria 


(Dr. Melle, who ie a leader among th* 
the Austria 
Methodist*, and who 
served in th* imperial army in th* 
war, has recently published in a Qer» 
man religious periodical this contribu­ 
tion on Prayer and the War. 
Much 
interest attaches to the article as rep­ 
resenting a German Methodist point 
of view, and being addressed to Ger­ 
man Christians through 
the 
paper 
which represents th* modern pietistic 
movement in the State Church.) 
We had many prayer meetings dur­ 
ing this war. Now the war has ended 
with u tremendous defeat, we have 
been thrown into a condition of inde­ 
scribable need, and the worst is the 
feling that we are just at the begin­ 
ning and yet many a bitter drop will 


need. Most important it is, that the 
people shall not sink in night anti 
doubt, but find the way back to God, 
who is able to comfort, to help and 
to heal. 
It would be a great mistake to think 
that without such Influence we can­ 
not fulfill our task for the Master. 
Where In all the world has Christ said 
this? We should not be depressed too 
much by the thought that many oi 
our misionary undertakings will now 
be taken by the Americans and Eng­ 
lish, th^t the missionaries belonging 
to these nations will perhaps have a 
greater 
opportunity 
for their work 
and doors wider open than will have 
Germans- Who knows what plans God 
has for us and—for the others! There 
have 
to be tasted until 
the cup of J are other laws in God’s kingdom than 
grief has been emptied. In America, I in the kingdoms and republics of this

have prayed as we have. Now they 
hold thanksgiving meetings for the 
hearing of their prayers. Have their 
prayers been stronger than oars and 
more faithful? Did God hear them and 
did He not hear us? That is the ques­ 
tion I have been asked in the last 
days. 
What Have We Been Praying For? 
We emphasize it in this place, in 
prayer meting*, in sermons again anc 
again, that earthquakes in nature and 
in the human world, political, eco­ 
nomical and social revolutions, wars 
and cries of war will also serve th* 
coming of the kingdom of God. They 
are means in the hand of the All Wise, 
Almighty 
to accomplish 
His plans. 
,I,esus hrs taught us to put at the head 
of rll our prayers “Thy kingdom come, 
thy will be done!” Therefore the first 
prayer of every .disciple of Christ also 
during the war had to be: O Lord, 
help, that in spite of war >.nd biooa- 
shed, of hatred and injustice, Thy 
kingdom may come! And the kingdom 
of God is the Lordship of Christ in 
the heart and life of men. 
I feel now compelled to confess that 
—especially in the beginning of the 
war—I rejoiced in the thought that 
God would give us the victory, and 
with the victory multiplied influence 
in the world. More influence, howev­ 
er, meant to me a better opportunity 
for our nation to carry the precious 
gospel of Christ into the world of na­ 
tions in the Near and'Fiir East. Can 
there be a greater thought for a pa­ 
triot, loving fervently his nation, than 
to see that the Lord of hosts prepares 
the way for his nation to do a larger 
task in His kingdom? For above the 
nations of this earth and their em­ 
pires, which are temporal, stands tne 
everlasting kingdom of God, and the 
highest task i« to be a worker for 
eternity. Now came the horrible catas­ 
trophe. We are more than defeated. 
One humiliation fallows after the oili­ 
er. Not more influence do we have, 
but we are detested among the na­ 
tions as seldom another nation h^s 
been, and even those who were our 
friends in time of success, scorn us 
as “Huns” and criminals. Where is 
now the hearing of prayer? Has God 
forgoten 
us? 
No, and 
a thousand 
times no! We dare not allow that the 
dreadful political situation will dark­ 
en the outlook for Him and His ways. 
A lost war is not the greatest misfor­ 
tune. 
We are in the saddest period of our 
history, but these dark years are in 
the eyes of God perhaps nothing else 
than a necessary turning point leading 
to a new era. It may be like a dark 
tunnel which leads to a country of 
light and beauty. The German Chris­ 
tian who loves his nation cannot be 
blind against the sins 


world. What is progress in the eyes of 
men may bo in God's eyes a failure; 
what we look at as an opportunity 01 
greater influence may ba the deatb- 
knell of the whole work—in God’s 
ears. Has God ever been working ac­ 
cording to the judgmenf of the masses 
of this world? Has He not mostly 
elected that which was nothing in the 
world? It has been a thought of great 
comfort to me that God laid the foun­ 
dation of His kingdom, not by men 
taken out of the victorious, the world- 
ruling Roman empire, but by 
men 
from the depressed, detested, scorned 
people of Israel. Matthew and Peter, 
John and Paul, Mark and James have 
conquered the world, not with navy 
and army^tir with science and organi­ 
zation, but 
In 
the power of 
Jesus 
Christ, that is, in the power of faith 
and—love. 
To be and to become a missionary 
people we do not need worldly influx 
ence, but inner power aud a holy, 
sanctioned character. 
O nation, that once tied men like 
Luther, that in the time of the Refor­ 
mation was light and salt to the world 
think of the special gifts bestowed 
upon thee. 
Take the hand of the 
Father, that beats thee; It is the hand 
of the eternal love. Be strong! Strong 
in His power! 
The burden on the 
shoulders will only strengthen 
thy 
power. 
The sun of tribulation 
will 
bring to blossom thy best faculties. 
The deep humiliation—lf only thou 
goest back to thy heavenly Father In 
sincere conviction of heart like the 
prodigal son—will be a way to a far 
better glo~y than this world knows, 
to His glory.
